fael interrupted, the I'Veneh govern 
ineni had tor a long t line "abstained" 
from •''■((!> iu^ to the notes of the I'hi- 
nese Ambiisador and no successor hav- 
ing been appointed to M. I'ouree, who 
had been recalled. He further .stated 
that i best' relations would certainly be 
broken oil' if France took at lion in 
Tompiiu without a previous under 
.sUtiuliiiL; with China, because ToiUjUiii 
was a dependency of the Kingdom of 
'Annum, over which (,'liina claimed 
suzerain rights. The M arquis tie Tseng 
has no faith in the mission of .M. Tri 
con, because he run only make to China 
propositions les* fa\orable than those 
in the Homer treat) . The I 'hinese 
governiueiit is most earnestly desirous 
of prevetiiing a complete rupture; but 
tinfort unatel v, there are two parties in 
China, a peace and a war party, anil 
the latter has gained much ground, 
more particularly since recent acts, 
ami il is sullicieidy powerful to in- 
fluence the government, or rather to 

draw il in the .whirl of events. Tim 

Ambassador himself is a partisan of 
peace, it would appear, and all his ef- 
forts ale being made in the way of con- 
ciliation, lie concluded by stating 
that China was prepared to recognize 
the i real v concluded in ISli'.' between 
Krance ami Annum, adding that his 
personal opinion was that the govern- 
ment at Pekin would also be disposed 
to lecognize that of 1871, providing 
thai, the in' erven t ion of Krance for the 
maintenance of or Icr .should only take 
place at the request of the Emperor 
of Annani, ami thai the compact 
should not be regarded its excluding 
the suzerainty of I 'hina over the Km 
pi re. The Mar<|uis tie Tseng was also 
of opinion that (he Chinese govern- 
ment would consent to open Yun Nan 
to Krench commerce, but he thought 
that ('hina would not go beyond these 
concessions. Taking into account, the 
fact thai these reported declarations of 
the Chinese Ambassador, seeing the 
source from which they come, would 
naturally hate a leaning the most fa- 
vorable lo fiance; i hey are not, reas- 
suring. They clearly mean that the 
at titude and ad ion of < 'hina will de- 
pend on the extent of French inter- 
ference in Tontpiin, C'ninamay recog- 
nize i he Krench right to avenge her de- 
feat, but wholly unforeseen events may 
drift le r into a course of d i llicul ties 
with ('hina. The institution of the 
Republic in Krance was favorably re- 
ceived by most of the European Courts 
hi cause lis policy was held lo be peace- 
ful, for i he faci win, bitterly retneo 1 
beretl thai nearly throughout the First 
Empire and through the whole of the 
Second Krance was almost always the 
lirst power lo give the signal for dis- 
turbances in Europe. There are na- 
tions whose interests in ('hina arc as 
great or greater than those of France; 
England, foi -instance has thirty-eight 

fold the trade vs il h I 'hina I hat France 
lias. As a war between the powers 
would imp!) a blockade of those few 
polls open lo foreign trade, the whole 
question has a much larger bearing 
than than that to which it would here 
Htricted by Krench chauvinism.

The Kmg spell of beautiful weatlior we 
have lately enjoyed has afforded a good 
illustration of our climate to the many 
strangers who are visiting ua at the pre- 
sent'time; and though the subject may 
not be a new one to Victorians, it is, 
nevertheless, a valuable commercial fac- 
tor, a something we have to sell; and 
therefore it cannot bo advertised too 
much for the benefit of those at a dis- 
taiice.feveh'if those who are fortunate to 
enjoy it do not fully estimate its value 
and are slow to see its practical connec- 
tion with the progress and development 
; of the city and province. A cool and 
bracing summer climate is certainly gen- 
erally to bo found on tlio coast; but ex- 
cept in California the visitor is apt to bo 
liarrassod by the rain in the most incon- 
venient maunor. The writer has seen 
places on the Atlantic coast which would 
have been delightful only for the summer 
showers, which followed one another con- 
tinuously every hour for a fortnight at a 
time. The summer climate of Victoria 
must, therefore, be allowed to be equal, 
if not suporior in every way to any, and 
the sooner we fully realize this ourselves 
and suceced in impressing it on others the 
better. If this were not the case wo 
should nut. have so many visitors in the 
city as we have at present, nor would they 
slay so long, nor be able to give such 
favorable accounts of our surroundings as 
they do. It is at least probable that each 
visitor who leaves us sends two more the 
next season. The city, moreover, seems 
to bo awakening to its chances and pros- 
pects. New buildings and improvements 
meet the eye in every quarter, oven Cor- 
morant street is resolving itself into a 
brick street. The new building bylaw 
has, In fact, passed the council juBt in the 
nick of time, and its provisions are not 
alone a necessary precaution; they will 
have an excellent moral effect, as when a 
man contemplates building and sees that 
to comply with the law a certain stylo of 
structure will cost so much, ho will often 
be apt to think ho may as well go a little 
further and put up" a better building 
altogether. Added to this there is the 
emulation between citizens themselves, 
and ideas on the subjeot uf architecture 
aud expenditure generally expand until 
men tind themselves erecting buildings in 
a style they would never have thought of 1 
two years ago. In this way a city is im- 1 
proved and worked along, and people ! 
look buck on the old style of '.lungs with 
astonishment and wonder why they slept! ! 
Whatever the opposition may say as to ' 
the shortcomings of our local government i 
there is one (lung which will bo admitted, 
namely, that a change of government has • 
had much to do with the present im- 
proved state of things, simply because 
the present government are a progres- 
sive government; aud though they may 
not have accomplished everything, they 
have at least succeeded in arousing the 
province from its lethargy and giving en- 
terprise and capital a suiliciontly encour- 
aging prospect to warrant them in strik- 
ing out for themselves.

NkW YoltK, July 10. — The board of 
railroad commissioners yesterday granted 
the request of Dennis Kearney to speak 
on L'nioii Square to-night. 

Nkw York, July 18. — Dennis Kear- 
ney, the sand-lot orator, called on Mayor 
Edson to-day, with a view of obtaining 
permission to hold a mass meetingof work- 
ing-men to-morrow, on Union Square. 
The mayor said he could give him no as- 
sistance in the matter. 

Washington, .July 18.— There is much 
gossip in the neighborhood of Twenty 
second and Brandywine streets, over the 
arrest of a 10 year-old lad, Lionel It. 
Borryinan, and his commital to the house 
of refuge. Young Berry man is heir to 
his dead father a estate, valued at about 
850,000, and is described as a bright and 
intelligent boy. He was arrested July 7, 
and had a hearing before a magistrate. 
Young Berrvman's property is in the 
hands of the Fidelity Trust and Safe De- 
posit Company, but his personal guardian 
is Dennison Smith, who has a monthly 
allowance our uf the estate for the boy's 
support. At the magistrate's oflice 
Smith, who is married to the sister of 
Young Berry man's dead mother, charged j 
that the boy had been guilty of vicious j 
conduct, and was utterly incorrigible and i 
beyond control. The testimony having 
been corroborated, the magistrate sent | 
the lad to the house of refuge. The boy | 
stoutly denied the charges made. The 
neighbors now assort that they were 
trumped up and that the commits! was 
unjust. They say the boy was quiet and 
orderly and preferred to associate with 
boys younger than himself, lie was very 
popular among young and old. One of 
the chief offenses with which he was charg- 
ed was getting into the house by breaking 
a window, during the woman's absence, 
instead of waiting in the street several 
hours of the night, until she returned. 

Washington, July 19. —It is denied on 
the highest authority that President Ar- 
thur's trip to the Yellowstone valley will 
cause any expense to the government, It 
is also specificially denied that telegraph 
lines will be erected which will cost 
thousands uf dollars, and that 780 horses 
will be provided for tho party, to be paid 
for with public funds. The fact of the 
president being a member of the party 
will not add a single dollar to the expen- 
ses of the trip. Ii is not to bo a pleasure 
party for the benefit of the president, 
but an oflieia! exploration party, and the 
president is to accompany it as an invited 
guest. 

—District three, 
Knights of Labor, held a meet ing to-night 
and passed a resolution tendering finan- 
cial aid to the telegraphers, in case of a 
strike.

Sherman will retire, ih In be made public 
to-morrow, as well as a letter of presenta- 
tion, signed by thirty. one prominent cit- 
izens.

London, July 10. — The gunboat Stan- 
ley has been ordered into commission. It 
is believed it will be sent to Natal. The 
Fifty-eighth regiment has been ordered to 
Durban, to protect the British interests at 
that locality.

Sovon Thousand Mon and "Women Out 
of Employ. 

Nkw York, July 10.— The cigar mak- 
ers of the protective union did not return 
to work in the factory of Ottenburg A 
Bi ns, up to closing last evening, and ac- 
cording to understanding the factories of 
all members of the united cigar manufac- 
turers' organization, to which the Otten- 
burgs belong, informed their employes 
that there would be no work until the 
question is settled. Consequently 7000 
cigai makers, many of them women, are 
out of employment. Ottenburg Bros, say 
they will take their workmen whenever 
they are willing to return, provided they 
are willing to work with the twenty-six 
men who are members of tho Internation- 
al union. Of the 7000 men locked out only 
a quarter are union men, but since tho 
1 ick-otit the ranks of the Progressive 
union are being rapidly recruited. Dor. 
ing tho last two days nearly 1200 new 
members have been received, and each day 
will probably bring new additions to the 
ranks. 

HIi ; stocks ON HAND. 
The manufacturers say that in conse- 
quence of the reduction of tax in May and 
June most of the factories had largo 
stocks on hand, and the large jobburs had 
more than they could dispose of in two 
months. The International union said 
their organization could stand a lock-out 
very easily. Most of their members weru 
employed in ihe smaller shops, which 
w ro not members of the manufacturers' 
union. There were about l!00 Interna- 
tional men locked out and D00 still at 
work. The membership in this country 
was fully Hi, 000 ami they had a strike 
fund.

Tho Lightning Stridors, 

(Portland Orejjonian 20th.) 
At noon yesterday the prearranged 
signal "Thirty" was flashed from the head 
office in New York to every city of any 
size all over the Union. Everywhere it 
was understood by the Brotherhood and 
instantly acted upon. Immediately after 
tho order was given, operators as a body 
throughout the whole country dropped 
their keys and quit working. So far as it 
is possible to learn, the strike has been 
very general. In New York, it is said 
COO operators have stopped: in Phila- 
delphia 250; Chicago '200; Pittsburg 100: 
St. Louis 100. In San Francisco about 
forty operators quit as soon as the signal 
was given . 

A few days ago the announcement was 
made in the Oivymnau that there would 
probably be no strike on this const— es- 
pecially in this city — even in the event of 
a general strike in the east. The oper- 
ators hero, while in sympathy with the 
brotherhood in their ell'orts to obtain a 
redress of their grievances, had no idea 
of joining in the strike, should the mat- 
ter reach an open issue. It was claimed 
that the grievances complained of by oper- 
ators in the oast did not apply to this 
place. It was thought that the order lo 
strike would not be issued from the east. 
However, should such a mandate be is- 
sued by the executive committee, the 
operators bore were of the opinion that 
they woul 1 have to stop work; but the 
impression seemed to prevail here that the 
difficulty would be adjusted without re- 
sort to extreme measures.

I The withdrawal of tho.o operators lefi 
j the ollice without a single person to di - 
j patch the business. Superintendeni 
j Lamb soon came to the office and was sur 
! prised to find that the entire force, day 
and night, had struck. Mr. Hayes, wh.. 
is the receiving manager of the Portland 
i office, is a first class operator. Not be 
ing directly connected with the oper- 
| ators' room, he did not quit work. When 
Sept. Lamb was apprised of the true state 
of affairs he requested Mr. Hayes to go 
up stairs and commence work. This Mr. 
Hayes was compelled to decline doing. 
Another young man who is employed down 
stairs in the receiving department was 
similarly requested, but also declined to 
comply . 

Before the receipt of the above tele- 
grams the operators here held a consulta- 
tion and resolved to quit to a man should 
tho signal bo given. Immediately on re 
ceiving tho dispatches all the day force in 
tho Portland office dropped their keys and 
stopped work. Mr. Thurman at once 
notified Mr. F. H. Lamb, superintend- 
ent of the division, of the order having 
been received and of their action in the 
promises. They then loft the office. 

Superintendent Lamb, who is a very 
cool, clear headed gentleman, did not be- 
come excited or angry when he found 
himself abandoned by all his operators. 
Notwithstanding the gravity of the situ- 
ation ho took matters very pleasantly, 
treating the striking operators with eour 
tesy and consideration. He jokingly re- 
marked that he supposed he would have 
to pull off his own coat and tap the keys, 
and not allow business to accumulate. 
There are probably half a dozen ex-oper- 
ators in the city — men who have become 
somewhat "rusty" in tho business. Bui 
it appears that nearly all of these "hi 
operators felt a

For the "lightning jerkers;" thoy thought 
the "boys" were about right in striking 
with the brotherhood; in fact they rather 
gloried in their pluck. Therefore none 
of them would help out, and Supt . Lamb 
was luft alone to tussle with the stupen- 
dous task. But his pluck and proverbial 
good nature did not forsake him in grap- 
pling with the momentous question. Like 
Napoleon he was fertile m resources. 
Several operators employed at stations 
near the city were appealed to, or, rather 
instructed tu report to the ollice in this 
city. Lute in the afternoon two operators 
were obtained who commenced at once on 
the accumulated local business. To day 
Supt. Lamb will secure the services of 
two more operators, making four in all 
With even this small and seemingly in- 
adequate force, Mr. Lamb thinks the 
local business can be handled — al least in 
a way. 

Simultaneous with the strike in San 
Francisco, the operators at Yreka forsook 
their instruments and shook the dust of 
the ollice lloor from their foot. Yreka is 
a repeating otlice, and owing to the ar 
rrangemeut of the instruments, it is 
necessary for some one to be constantly 
there to regulate the adjustment of the 
instruments, in order to maintain ttde 
graphic connection with San Francisco. 
.Soon after the Yreka office was deserted, 
Supt. Lamb found it impossible to "raise ' 
San Francisco.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
mid Council of the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria; — 

I. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor and 
Council, from tiuiu tu timo when by them 
deemed necuusary, tu appoint an Inspec- 
tor uf Buildings, at euch salary aa the 
Municipal Council shall think proper. 

'J. The duties uf such Inspoetur aliall 
be to oversee tile erection uf all buildings 
hereafter to be erected, built, enlarged, 
altered, or re-erected within thu City of 
Victoria, and to enforce the provisions 
of this Bylaw. 

,i. To examine, by virtue of his office, 
or whenever he may bo so directed by the 
Mayor and Council, ur by it Police Ma- 
gistrate, or by any Justice of the Peace 
of the said City, all chimneys, fireplaces, 
hearths, ovens, boilers, furnaces, stoves, 
steampipea, stovepipes, funnels, Hues ami 
all places where tires are made ur kept, 
ur where ashes are kept; and also to ex- 
amine all buildings ur other premises 
where gunpowder, cord oil, hay, straw or 
other itithitnmablc substances ure kept, 
ur where any trade which is considered 
by the Inspector of Buildings dangerous 
as causino ur increasing the liability of 
lire is carried on, and to report thereon, 
and if necessary, to notify the owner, 
lessee, occupier ur party iisino thu building 
of any defect or objection thereto, ur to 
the construction thereof, in any such 
stovepipe, chimney, fireplace or ashpit, 
and to direct the repair, alteration or 
discontinuance thereof as may be consid- 
ered requisite. 

t. If any owner, lessee, occupier or 
party using it building where any chim- 
ney, lire place, hearth, oven, boiler, fur- 
nace, stove, steam pipe, funnel, Hue or 
place for keeping ashes, or any other 
place which is deemed to bo dangerous, 
neglects to discontinue the use of, or to 
alter, repair, or remove the same in ac-

thu sidewalk in front of such building 
and outside of such fence a planked pulh-
